Ald. Dever told a story of police brutality 
to thé city council last night. It was inci- 
dental to a proposition to have the Gege 
farm equipped as a school for delinquent 
boys and illustrative of the alderman’s ar- 
gument that crime could not be checked 
merely by increasing the number of men 
who deal with it after criminals have been 
developed. ° 

It was the story of the career of four of 
the new policemen added to the department 
by the increased saloon license—a story 
which has found its way briefly into pub- 
Heity and has been taken up by the police 
trial board, but which was given new point 
by Mr. Dever's assertion. 

There is something in the police service 
which leads the men to consider themselves 
not as agents of the law or as men worn 
to enforce the law, but as the law itself or 
as superior to the law.” 


Assault on Boy Prisoner. 

Then, without mentioning names, he gave 
the details of the assault on a prisoner by 
Policemen Stanley Birns, Louis Frederick- 
gon, and Vincent A. Altman. The other police- 
man concerned in the affair has not been 
dragged into the charges. 

What L want to say to illustrate my state- 
ment that an increased police force cannot 
be regarded as the entire solution of the 
problem of crime, he said, can be told in 
the story of four of our new policemen, all 
added to the force within a year. 

“To be accurate, two were put on nine 
monthsago, onesix months ago, and one only 
one month ago. Recently one of them, de- 
tadled at a dance hall, arrested a young fellow 
for creating a disturbance and took him to the 
police station. This was abqut midnight. 

About # o'clock in the morning these four 
new policemen, who had been traveling in 
different parts of their districts, came to- 
gether by chance in the police station. One 
of them mentioned that there was a man 
down in the celle who had had the nerve to 
talk back to a policeman or strike at him. 

‘ “Tt wae merely a casual statement and 
there was no premeditation, of the affair by 
any of the four, but on this statement they 
decided to go downstairs and punish the pris- 
oner who had been so bold 99.99, SAPS 
course towarde a policeman, .- - ‘ 


Hair Pulled and Face Beaten. 

They went to the cell room and 
young fellow asleep on a bench 
head close to the bars. One reached 
took him by the hair, pulling’ him up 
by it until his head was within reach. Then 
they struck him three or four bloWs In the 
face and dropped him. 

“The young fellow nad been awakened 
from his sleep by this treatment, andas they 
dropped him he staggered back to the far 
end of the cell, dazed, sobbing and crouching 
down for fear of what might come next and 
wondering what had happened to him, 

“When the four policemen saw that they 
said they had not intended to go so far and 
had not intended to hurt him. They asked 
him to forgive them if they had been too 
rough with him and to shake hands to saow 
that there wasn't any grouch.’ 

The young fellow was still dazed and only 
half awake and, not knowing what he was 


held out ais hand. Then one of the four 
seized his wrist, dragged it through and man- 
acled him to the bars. 

While he hung there helpless in this fash- 
ion another pulled a blackjack from his 
pocket and nit him in the face, cutting his 
cheek open under the eye. 

In a minute the affair had raiged such a 
hubbub in the station that the other men had

There is 
not a spear of grass in the ward and the chil- 
dren have no playground but the streets and 
alleys. In such surroundings it is due only 
to high, inherent principle that so great a 
number develop into good citizen8.”’ 

Mr. Dever's request for $200,000 appropria- 
tion for small parks went in as an amend- 
ment to a resolution offered by Ald. Harris, 
iristructing the finance committee to find 
ways and means of converting the Gage farm 
into a home for boys with a school and cot- 
tages. The resolution, which provoked the 
entire discussion, declared the John Worthy 
school to be a wholly unfit place for the con- 
finement of children under 16— not 4 school 
or a home but a prison where criminals are 


confined.”’

“You say the mother requires an outside 
stimulant. But I contend the stimulant of 
the club is overpowering and intoxicating. 
It throws the woman into a swirl and she 
knows not whether she is afoot or horseback. 
‘Home, Sweet Home beckons her to stop, 
but, never hearing, she rushes. on grappling 
with subjects and problems which wise men 
have shunned since history began.” 


Make Children Self-Reliant. 

Mrs. W. O. Cline, president of the club, 
denounced Mre. Snodgrass’ views, and said 
that clubs taught children self-reliance by 
their having to perform duties which would 
necessarily fall upon them in the mother’s 
absence. 

“If women do not go to clubs they will 
be downtown on the streets looking in the 
show windows,“ asserted Mrs. Tuthill. The 
poorest housekeepers I know are the ones 
who do not belong to clubs and who are con- 
tinually on the gad downtown.“ She ac- 
cused Mrs. Snodgrass of not believing the 
statements she had made and that hér entire 
talk was for rhetorical effect. 

Says Spank the Stage Struck. 

‘‘ First aid to the stage struck gtiri? A big, 
round spanking, & la mode.“

man Falkenstein before the Ravenswood 
Woman's club during the afternoon and was 
heartily indorsed by ber hearers.

SMALL BOAT TO RESCUE TWO. 


Deckhand Proves Only Hero in Crew 


of Tug—Saves Captain of Barge 
and Seaman in Face of Fierce Storm. 


Providence, R. I., Dee. 10.—A tale of hero. 
ism seldom surpassed was brought to this 
port today by the tug Walter A. Luckenbach. 
When every other man on board the tug de- 
clined to risk his life in an effort to rescue two 
men on the foundering barge Buena Ventura, 
which was, in tow of ti Luckenbach, 
Mitchell B. Bruso, a Greek seaman, stepped 
up to Capt. John Dailey and said that he 
would make the trip alone. 

In a small boat, in the face ofa fierce north- 
east gale. Bruso rowed to the barge and 
rescued the captain, Ole Owarsond, whom he 
found frozen to the topmast. 

As soon as Bruso had placed the captain on 
board the tug, without a moment's rest, he 
put out again, covered with a coating of ice 
from head to foot, and saved Seaman Charles 
Martin, who was frozen to a floating hatch, 
on which he had been carried away from the 
sinking barge.

Archbishop Ireland a cardinal, and today the 
vatican declared semi-fficially it could make 
no such statement, as President Roosevelt 
never had asked anything through official 
channels. 

It was declared that while several Amer 
cans, who declared they spoke with President 
Roosevelt's authority, had attempted to in- 
fluence the giving of the red hat, they did not 
agree on the archbishop thus to be honored, 
The vatican authorities do not consider that 
President Roosevelt was responsible for these 
recommendations, 


DEPLORES DEGENERACY OF 
FEDERAL REPRESENTATIVES. 


Jenkin Lloyd Jones Declares No Mem- 
ber of Congress Now Is Up to the 
Standard of David Davis. 


I hang my head with shame when I think 


the light of the days of the civil war, said 
the Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones at Abraham Lin- 
coln center last night. ‘‘ Not one of them is 
up to the standard of David Davis, Leonard 
Swett, and other great leaders.“ 

His remarks were made at a reception 
given at the center to state legislators. Sen- 
ators Samuel A. Ettelson and W. Clyde Jones 
and Representatives Oliver Sollitt were the 
only legislative guests who attended. They 
made short speeches. 

William Kent presided and Gwynn Garnett 
Jr. wished the statesmen godspeed on behalf 
of the Abraham Lincoln center Browsing 
class. Mr. Jones’ address closed the formal 
part of the meeting. 

The need of the hour is not for politicians 
but for statesmen,’ he said. “If you go 
down to Springfield simply to further the 
interests of your party or clique you’ may 
do it and be elected again, but to do so you 
will have to be nimble. I know how awkward 
good politicians have felt under the roof of 
a house dedicated to religion and morals. If 
you ever come to feel that you are not at 
home here, look out!“ 


SLAYER OF DR. HARRIS HELD. 


Coroner’s Jury Returns Verdict—Two 
Witnesses Say Campbell Admitted 
He Had “Made a Mistake.’’ . 


The coroner's jury in the case of Dr. Banja- 
min Harris, who was shot and fatally 
wounded by Amasa C. Campbell of Antigo, 
Wis., in a law office in the Stock Exchange 
building last Friday and died Sunday night, 
was held at the Post-Graduate hospital yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The jury returned a verdict that Dr. Harris 
came to his death from the effects of a shot 
fired by Campbell and held Campbell to the 
grand jury until discharged by due process 
of law. 

Mrs. Harris, to whom the physician was 
reported to have become reconciled a few 
hours before his death, was not present. 

The inquest was conducted by Deputy Cor- 
ener Kennedy. Campbell was represented by 
Attorney Moritz Rosenthal and at his request 
refused to make any statement. Attorney 
Rosenthal declared later that he had decided 
an the grounds of defense, but declined to aay 
what they are. 

Little of importance was brought out in the 
testimony. Policeman P. J. Spain said he 
had asked Campbell, just after the shooting, 
why he shot Harris and Campbell had said, 
Because he ruined my home and a dozen 
others.

Both companies will contend that the city’s 
valuation of the unexpired franchises is too 
low by several millions of dollars. 


Allowance for Paving at Issue. 

There is a good prospect of the city and 
companies reaching an early agreement on 
the valuation of the properties, said Trac- 
tion Counsel Fisher at the close of the con- 
ference. ‘‘ The chief thing to be decided is 
whether any allowance shall be made for the 
paving done by the companies. I have advised 
that legally the title to the pavements laid 
by the companies is in the city, and that the 
companies have no valid claim for compensa- 
tion. The companies declare that the pave- 
ments have made their rights more valuable. 
The question is an extremely involved one, 
and it is up to the committee to decide it. 
The committee has evinced the desire to be 
fair, and the prospect is exceedingly bright 
for a compromise."’ 

“I think we shell get together,” said Gen- 
eral Counsel Gurley of the Union Traction 
company. We shall have some claims to 
submit to the committee concerning the cable 
system and the money we have spent on 
paving, bridges, and tunnels, but the indica- 
tions are that an amicable understanding 
will be the result.“ 

At this conference the revised draft of the 
ordinances was submitted. One important 
addition to the franchise is the provision 
that in the event the two companies fall to 
agree on a disposition of through routes the 
board of supervising engineers shall arrange 
the routes and modify them afterward as 
found advisable. 


Companies’ Estimates Out. 

In the report of the city experts, submitted 
to the committee in the morning, the vnion 
Traction company suffered most heavily in 
the reduction of valuations from ite own 
figures. The city engineers estimated the 
Physical properties of the Union Traction 
at $20,853,269, exclusive of paving, as com- 
pared with the company’s estimate of $29,- 
835,981. The value of the City railway’s 
equipment was put at $16,782,147, as compared 
with the company’s estimate of $18,805,122. 
These figures are based on the acceptance 
of some of the cable lines as operating sys- 
tems. One qt the principal reasons for the 
great reduction of Union Traction values ie 
that only the Wells street cable line was ac- 
cepted as a going concern, while the other 
north side cable lines were valued for only 
what they would be worth as trolley lines. 

The engineers adopted this course on the 
advice of Attorney Fisher, who admitted that 
legally the south and west side and the Wells 
street cable lines could not be considered as 
permanently abandoned. The companies still 
have rights on these lines and might resume 
cable operation. Outside of Wells street on 
the north side, however, the company has no 
rights and the cable equipment, therefore. ig 
valueless, except buch part as may be utilized 
in electric operation.

AGAINST BUILDING TRADES. 


Labor Leaders Construe Resignation of 
Large Firms from Association as a 
Forerunner of Conflict Next Spring. 


The resignation of forty-one leading con- 
tractors from the Masons’ and Builders’ as- 
sociation was interpreted yesterday by labor 
leaders as a forerunner of an important 
open top movement to be initiated next 
spring against the building trade unions of 
the city. > 

Among the firms which broke away from 
the association, and which propose next 
Thursday to form a new organization, from 
which small contractors will be excluded, 
are the William Grace company, which holds 
the general contract on the new county 
building; Wells Bros., the Falkenau Con- 
struction company, and John Griffiths & 
Sons. It is said about twenty independent 
concerns, not affiliated with the old agsocia- 
tion, will join the movement. 

The total numder of men employed by these 
sixty or more firms is said to be about 15,000, 
or nearly one-third of the entire membership 
of the building trade unions. 

While President W. D. O’Brien of the con- 
tractors’ council denied the fact that an 
“open shop program already has been 
adopted by the big employers, it was ascer- 
tained that friction has arisen over the wage 
question, and that one of the things the new 
association will discuss is the advisability of 
taking a stand against additional demands 
of the unions. 

That the patrol wagon drivers in the police 
department have become unionized,’’ like 
the city firemen, was officially denied by John 
Williams, 1115 Racine avenue, president of 
the drivers’ benevolent association. 


FIRE PROTECTION URGED AS 
DEPARTMENT IS UNIONIZING. 


Residents of Various Suburbs Press De- 
mands for More Adequate Means to 
Combat Flames. 


While union firemen are asking for an ap- 
propriation of nearly a quarter of a million 
dollars for the purpose of installing the two 
platoon system all over the city, committees 
of residents from parts of Chicago that are 
inadequately provided with fire protection 
are calling on Mayor Dunne and Chief Horan. 

A committee from Riverdale visited the 
mayor yesterday and represented that tHe 
community was practically without fire pro- 
tection. There is a volunteer department 
there, but the residents want a company of 
regular firemen. 

In South Chicago, which has a population 
of around 62,000, there is only one engine 
house in the center of population. The peo- 
ple there say a serious fire would destroy 
the entire town. 

In West Pullman, @ territory of eight or 
ten square miles, there is only one engine 
company, at One Hundred and Nineteenth 
and Halsted. streets. 

There is a truck company and a reel of 
hose for the protection of Washington 
Heights at One Hundred and Fifth street 
and Vincennes road, and no fire engine 
nearer than Eighty-third street. 

In Ald. Badenoch’s ward, east and west 
of Halsted street, between Sixtyninth and 
Seventy-ninth streets, there are two miles 
in one direction and one mile in another 
without an engine company. 


2 RAILWAY EMPLOYES KILLED, 


Both Are Crushed to Death Between 
Trains and Walls While in Per- 
formance of Their Duties.

‘Ald. Wendling from the stockyards, in a 
characteristic speech, said he had been fight- 
ing for water for years, but had yet to see 
his district supplied with a sufficient quan- 
tity. He was opposed to the ordinance be- 
cause he was informed that his constituents 
would still be compelled to pay for their 
water whether they got it or not. Whereupon 
the thirsty one was ceremoniously served 
with a cup of water by a committee consist- 
ing of Ald. Biehl and Schermann. ° 

“The 7 cent rate, said Ald. Bennett, 
speaking for the finance committee, will in- 
crease the bills of thirty large users and 
decrease the bills of the small users. The 
frontage rate consumers secured similar re- 
ductions a few years ago, and have nothing to 
complain of. 

“ The city now faces the necessity of mak- 
ing large expenditures out of its water fund 
‘for extensive improvements. New tunnels 
must be built and large mains substituted for 
the wornout, inadequate conduits. The 
water fund should not be depleted, for that 
reason. THe 7 cent rate will increase the 
revenue slightly, but the Cullerton amend- 
ment will decrease it.“ 


Makes Plea for Capital. 

Ald. Badenoch made a plea against the 
ordinance on the ground that such legislation 
frightens capital away from Chicago. 

The Cullerton amendment was intro- 
duced for the purpose of killing this ordi- 
nance,” declared Ald. Sullivan. ‘“‘ There are 
thirty-six concerns in this city which for 
years have been enjoying special water priv- 
lleges granted by this council. Those special 
privileges are paid for by the poor man with 
a mortgage on his nome, who pays 10 cents 
a thousand gallons for his water. This is 
supposed to be a utility owned and operated 
by the municipality. Then why should every 
consumer not have equal rights?“ 

Aid. O’Connell complained that the city, 
which tried to get at the books of the gas 
and electric light companies for information 
as to fair rates, had not itself furnished such 
information to the public as to water rates. 

The Cullerton amendment was laid on the 
table by a vote of 50 to 14. A motion to defer 
one week was made by Ald. Roberts likewise 
was defeated and then the ordinance passed. 


Depot Ordinance Special Order.

Minister to Roumania and Servia 
Will Succeed George Von L. Meyer, 
Appointed: Postmaster Genera 
New Appointee Well Qualified for 
Position, Having Been Secretary 
There Two Years—Other Changes 
Which Are Expected Soon. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—[Special. }— 
John W. Riddle of Minnesota, now minister 
to Roumania and Servia, has been gelected 
by President Roosevelt to become ambassa- 
dor of the United States to Russia to suc- 
ceed George von L. Meyer, who has been 
appointed postmaster general. An official 
announcement of this and various other dip- 
lomatic appointments probably will be made 
tomorrow. 

Among the changes expected is that of Les- 
lie Combs, present minister to Guatemala, 
who will be transferred to Peru. It is ex- 
pected, although not definitely known, that 
William C. Fox, present head of the bureau 
of American republics, will be given the 
mission to Guatemala, succeeding Mr. Combs. 


Barrett’s Successor Not Known. 

John Barrett, present minister to Colom- 
bia, is to be selected by the governing board 
of the bureau of American republics to suc- 
ceed Mr. Fox. There has been no intimation 
as to who will succeed’ Mr. Barrett at Bogota, 
nor who will takes ever the mission now in- 
trusted to Mr. Rid@le at Bucharest. 

The appointment of Mr. Riddle has had no 
place in the gossip concerning the impend- 
ing changes. With regard to Mr. Combs, 
whose promotion became known for the first 
time today, there is not much surprise, as it 
has been known that the administration in- 
tended to reward him for his labors in Gua- 
ternala, especially those wnich brought about 
an end to the troubles in Central America 
last summer. 


Riddle Gets Familiar Field, 

Mr. Riddle will be m a familiar field when 
he goes to St. Petersburg, as he was séc- 
retary of the American embassy there for 
two Years, and has a wide acquaintance 
among the officials of the Russian govern- 
mént. One of the greatest advantages he 
has is his ability to speak Russian. 

He entered-the diplomatic service in April, 
1898, as secretary of the American legation in 
Constantinople. He served there until June, 
1809, when he retired from the service. 

He reéntered the service in November, 1901, 
when he was made secretary of the embassy 
in St. Petersburg. He served there until 
september, 1903, when he was made 
diplomatic agent and consul general of the 
United States at Cairo. In March, 1905, he 
was appointeg to his present mission as min- 
ister to Roumania and Servia. He has served 
there continuously since then. 


WILL NOT MAKE JAP REPORT. 


Secretary Metcalf Says San Francisco 
Inquiry Was Made as Roose- 
velt’s Representative. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—Secretary Met- 
calf of the departgnent of commerce and labor 
will not report to the senate the result of his 
investigation of the Japanese controversy 
at San Francisco as requested by the resolu- 
tion introduced by Senator Flint. That reso- 
lution called upon him for all letters, tele- 
grams, and reports filed with his department 
in connection with his investigation of the 
attendance of Japanese at the public echools 
in San Francisco. He was directed to send 
the information if not Incompatible with the 
public interest. 

In replying Secretary Metcalf says hie in- 
vestigationsvae made under the authority and 
as the representative of the president and not 
in his capacity of secretary of commerce and 
labor. He éaid the report submitted by him, 
together with official letters, telegrame, and 
other documents, were in the hands of the 
president and no longer were in the custody 
or control of the department of commerce 
and labor. 

He had no power to comply with the reso- 
fution, he seid, or to determine whether the 
information desired would be incompatible 
with the public interest, but he told the sen- 
ate that he had forwarded a eopy of the reso- 
lution to the president for him to take such 
action as he thought fit.

I have conferred dur- 
ing the same period by letter or personally 
with a large number of bankers scattered 
through the south and middie west, as well 
as in the east. I have today conferred with 
a committee of the American Bankers’ asso- 
clation, now in session in this city. These 
gentlemen represent Chicago, St. Louls, New 
Orleans, Atlanta, Pittsburg, Indianapolis, 
Des Moines, and other cities. From the best 
information I can get I think the following 
describes the situation well: 

“Our biessings are the real cause of the 
actual etringency in money, recognized 
everywhere. An unusually large crop and 
unexampled industrial activity have created 
an unprecedented demand for money. The 
world ia everywhere prosperous and money 
ie in great demand throughout Europe as 
well as in the United States. We never had 
such a volume of credit, and it is based 
on an unequaled volume of assets. The 
manufacturers of cotton are buying that 
staple by the train load. The cotton planter, 
unlike the western farmer, demands the 
actual cash, and he carries it home in his 
pocket. The western farmer is paid in 
checks, which he deposits in a bank to his 
credit, and, therefore, does not absorb actual 
money, as does the cotton planter. This 
money should be returned to the banks when 
the planter settles with his merchants, soon 
after the ist of January, but between now 
and then the cotton consuming country, as 
well as the cotton producing country, is 
short of money, 

South Has to Borrow. 

„New England has sent millions to the 
south, and the manufacturers of cotton 
throughout the south have exhausted the 
capacity of the local banks and are trying 
to borrow elsewhere. There is no occasion 
for alarm, but I believe there is occasion for 
relief.

The income paid 
over to the committee by the trustees shall 
be used for the expenses incurred by them 
in the performance of their duties, It shall 
be provided in the terms of the trust that 
the president of the United States shall fill 
the vacancies which may occur in the aum; 
ber of the trustees.” 

United States Minister Peirce, at Chris- 
tanta, had been told of the action of the 
Nobel committee on Dec. 1, and in advising 
the president proffered his profound con- 
gratulations “on this well merited recogni- 
tion of your great and wise international 
policy.” 

Other Nobel Prizes Awarded. 
‘STOCKHOLM, Dec. 10.—The formal distri- 
bution of the Nobel prizes, with the exception 
of the one presented to President Roosevelt, 
took place this evening, the recipients recefv- 
ing their diplomas and gold medals from King 
Oscar in person. 

J. J. Thomson, professor of experimental 
physics at the University of Cambridge, 
England, was given the prize for researches 
into the nature of electricity. 

H. Moissan, professor of chemistry at the 
Sorbonne, Paris, was awarded the prize for 
his experiments in the isolation of flourine, 
his regearches regarding the nature of that 
element and hie application of the electric 
furnace to the service of science. 

Profs. Ramon y Cajal and. Golgi of Paris 
received the prizes for their works dealing 
with the anatomy of the nervous system, and 
Glosue Carducci, professor of Italien litera- 
ture at the University of Bologna, was 
awarded the literature prize. 

With the exception of President Roosevelt 
and Prof. Carducci, all the recipients of the 
prizes were present at the distribution. 

United States Minister Peirce read a mes- 
cage from President Roosevelt expressing his 
deep thanks and saying there was no gift he 
could appreciate more. The president also 
announced that he had concluded to use the 
prize toestablish at Washington a permanent 
industrial peace committee with the view of 
maintaining righteous peace in the industrial 
world, which was as important as the main- 
tenance of peace in the world of nations. 


Sponsors of President. 
Candidates for the Nobel prize must be 
proposed by legislative bodies, pea oe organi- 
za tions, or universities. It is ynderstood that 
the president’s sponsors were Prot. H. P. 
Judson, acting president of the University of 
Chicago; Prof. Baldwin.of Yale, Prof. Har- 
berger of the University of Munioh, and the 
faculty of Georgetown university, Washing- 
ton. Qe 
The peace prize went last year to baroness 
von Suttner of Vienna, and in previous years 
to W. H. Creemer, M. P., of England; Prof. de 
Martens of Russia, and Henri Dunant, foun- 
der of the Red Cross. 

The Nobel peace prize is part of a bequest 
left by Dr. Alfred Bernhard Nobel, the 
Swedish scientist; who died in 1896. By his 
will a large portion of his fortune was devoted 
to five annual prizes, each valued at about 
$40,000, They were awarded for the most im- 
portant ‘discoveries in physics, chemistry, 
physiology, or medicine, for the moat distin- 
guished work of an idealistic tendency in 
the field of literature, and for the best effort 
toward the fraternity of nations and the pro- 
motion of peace. The last named is awarded 
by the Norwegian parliament. The others 
are awarded by institutions at Stockholm.

1 do not deny that there have been cases 
of misjudgment on the part of Congo offi- 
cilals. Most likely cruelties, even crimes, 
have been committed. There have been a 
number of convictions before Congo tribunals 
for these offenses. I do deny that every 
effort, as far as possible, has not been made 
to stop the lll treatment of natives, not only 
by white people, but by natives themselves. 


TAXATION CASE IS REVERSED. 


U. 8. Supreme Court Decides in Favor 
of State in Suit as to Payment 
Before Other Debts. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—The question 
of the taxation of a New Jersey corporation 
doing business in Illinois was involved in thé 
case of New Jersey against W. F. Anderson,’ 
trustee of the Cosmopolitan Power company, 
which was decided today by the Supreme 
court of the United States. 

The suit ew out of a controversy over 

taxes due New Jersey on the company’s 
franchise for 1902 and 1908, and also involved 
the question as to whether taxes should be 
given a preference over other debts where the 
debtor is insolvent. The case was tried ih 
the United States Circuit court for the North- 
ern district of Illinois, which allowed $4,048, 
and the verdict was affirmed by the Circult 
Court of Appeals for the Seventh circuit. 
The state claimed $9,254 and appealed the 
case, 
The opinion in the case was handed down by 
Justice Day and was favorable to the state. 
The decision of the court of appeals was re- 
versed on the ground that under the bankrupt 
law state taxes should be given a preference. 
The chief justice, Justice Harlan, and Justice 
Peckham united in a dissenting opinion.

An annual expenditure of even 620,000 for 
adequate tests at the proper time—i. e., be- 
fore the hot asphaltum is laid-would rep- 
resent the cheapest possible insurance for 
the streets. 


Adulterated Asphalt Is Used. 

Such a department, judging from the re- 
sults said to have been sequred in Washing- 
ton and New York, would prove a check upon 
the efforts of either the trust or the so- 
called ‘independents "’ to secure municipel 
contracts by the adulteration of the street 
covering. . 

This adulteration i# said to be common, 
When. the adulterant is equal to 25 per cent 
of the street covering, the layman passing by 
at the time of the laying can detect it by the 
thin bluish fames which rise. When the per- 
centage of adulteration is less than 25 per 
cent, the fumes are whitish. This margin, 
however, is so great that nothing short of a 
chemical test at the time the asphaltum is 
made and dumped into the road carts can 
guard against the practical worthlessness of 
the paving. 


Small Protection for City. 

Theoretically, of course, the city is pro- 
tected by the contractor’s bond, but this 
alleged security has proved the most farcical 
feature of city administration. Recovery in- 
variably has to be- Utigated, and in many 
instances the city is defeated on the grounds 
that the telephone company or some other 
public utility corporation has been allowed 
to cut up the streets. The result is that the 
city is doing most of the resurfacing. 

Even this safeguard, however, has been 
waived by the present board of local improve- 
ments for periods longer than five years. 
Formerly the specifications required the con- 
tractors to keep the pavement in repair for 
ten years, but the present board, in order to 
make a record for cheap asphalt paving, re- 
duced the time limit to five years. Whether 
five year asphalt is cheaper in the long run 
than the ten year grade is a question that 
many sections of the city will have to solve 
at their own expense in the next few years. 


Schilling for Chemical, Tests. 

“I am heartily in favor of having a chem- 
teal test,“ sald President George A. Schilling 
of the board of local improvements. We 
put a general request for such a department 
in our estimate last year. I asked Secretary 
May to let me know when the finance com- 
mittee took up our department, but, some- 
how or other, he failed to do it, and when 
I next heard of the matter it was to learn 
that the committee had thrown out our re- 
quest. 

„I met Chairman Bennett shortly after 
that and asked him why it was denied. He 
said he was a little hazy in hig recollection 
of the matter, but believed it was because. 


the finance committee had come to the con- 


clusion that the laboratory of the health de- 
partment could do the work. 

That, of course, is absurd. This board is 
obliged to spend hundreds of thousands of 
dollars annually and should not be obliged 
to have recourse to another department for 
3 the most important phases of its 
work.” 


EXPLOSION AT POWDER MILL. 


Lives of 200 Employes Endangered 
by Unexpected “Blow Up” of 5,000 
„ Pounds of Nitroglycerin.

Lives of nearly 200 employée of the tna 
powder mill at AÆtna, Ind., were endangered 
at 8 o’clock yesterday morning by an explo- 
sion of 5,000 pounds of nitroglycerin in the 
¢eparating room at the mill. 

Many of the men had just started work 
and were thrown to the ground by the force 
of the shock. The towne of Hammond, Whit- 
tng, Hobart, Millers, and Tolleston were 
shaken as by an earthquake. At Crown 
Point, twenty-five miles away, plate glass 
windows tn stores were broken and the shock 
was felt as far east as Valparaiso. 

The explosion occurred in one of twenty- 
five buildings that are buried in sand dunes 
to prevent them from being blown to atoms 
by euch explosions. At the offices of the 
company, 148 Dearborn street, Chicago, no 
explanation of the explosion could be given. 
One man, a foreigner, was cit by flying glass 
but. his wounds were not serious. Several

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MOTIVES AND BAZAARS. 

While the women associated with “ The 
Streets of Paris charitable enterprise 
are recuperating from their arduous la- 
bors of the last week it is not presumed 
that they will retard their recovery by 
reading the personal sermons delivered by 
certain Ohicago ministers Sunday morn- 
ing. The remarks of the Chicago clergy 
are always interesting, and they can 
hardly fail to reach the usual high stand- 
ard of popular interest in the discussion 
of a topie that has so largely appealed to 
so many citizens. In ser moss, as in er 
discussions, the personal element contrib- 
utes much of a lively and stimulating na- 
ture. 

Perhaps it may be conceded in all 
frankness that one of the reverend gentle- 
men scored a point when he contended 
that almost a minimum of good was 
achieved through a maximum of en- 
deavor. This is apparent when it Is taken 
into consideration that sotlety at large ex- 
hausted itself in order that one specific 
charity might ‘profit by its efforts. In- 
deed, the plan adopted in Jewish circles, 
by which all these money making schemes 
are done away with and.Jewish charities 
are provided for by assessment and in 
proportion to their necessities, is much to 
be preferred. Taking the question of the 
hospital or church fair or bazaer in the 
abstract, it Is quite possible that husbands 
and fathers would gladly submit to rea- 
gonable taxation and banish that distract- 
ing element of feminine endeavor from the 
daily Are.

blast of clerical wrath from clerical mind 
readers. The gay world meekly expects 
to be scolded, even chastised, for its sins 
of commission by the clergy, but it does 
properly claim the privilege of a little 
charity given for charity offered, and it 
might ask, who are these gifted children 
of the sibyl who speak so glibly and con- 
fidently of motives and impulses? One 
of the signs of the millennium will be dis- 
played when the clergy desists from 
sweeping condemnation of motives of 
whieh no private information bas been 
given and joins with the world in the 
concession of a kindly impulse and a gen- 
erous spirit to persons, however fashion- 
able or seemingly frivolous.

THE NOBEL PEACE PRIZE, 

For the first time since the establish- 
ment of the prizes made possible by the 
will of Alfred Nobel an American has 
been honored. The testator expressed his 
wishes that an award should be made an- 
nually to that person deemed most worthy 
for distinguished service in sach of the 
fields of physics, chemistry, medicine, At- 
erature, and the arts of peace. 

In commenting upon the absence of au 
American name in the award for the year 
1904 an editorial in Tue Trripune on 
Dec. 13, 1905, expressed its opinion that 
there was but one name in all the world 
which should be considered for the peace 
prize of 1905, and suggested the desirabil- 
ity ef prompt action by the proper bodies 
to secure the proper presentation of the 
name of President Roosevelt by the time 
set under the rules, Feb. 1, 1906. It is 
an occasion for congratulation that the 
suggestion was followed by action, in 
which the University of Chicago took a 
prominent part, and that President Roose- 
velt's distinguished serviees in connection 
with the war between Russia and Japan 
have been recognized in this international 
way. 

The prizes for achievement in science 
are awarded to nominées of certain Scan- 
dinavian societies. For the peace prize 
there is a much wider latitude, one set of 
nominators being “university professors 
of law, of political science, of history and 
philosophy.” It was this group which 
presented the name of the president of 
the United States. In the case of the 
peace prize the selection of the winner is 
left to the Norwegian parliament, and 
thie body has voted the honor to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

The constitution says that no person 
holding any office of profit or trust under 
the United States shall accept any pres- 
ent or emolument from any foreign state 
without the consent of congress. While 
the Norwegian parliament has awarded 
the $40,000 prize to Pres‘dent Roosevelt 
the money does not come out of the Nor 
wegian treasury, but from a private foun- 
dation. If the consent of congress should 
be considered necessary it would be given 
as a matter of course. It is the presi- 
dent’s announced purpose to devote the 
money to the establishment of a commis- 
sion which shall undertake a study of the 
relationships between employer and em- 
ploye with a view to bringing about more 
harmonious conditions, the income only 
being used and the fund being kept in 
perpetuity for this purpose. It will be a 
wise extension of the original Mea of the 
founder of the prize, the commercial 
wartare being as important as that which 
finds expression upon the battlefield. 
American citizens generally will rejoice 
over the award which has singled out the 
chief executive of this country for the 
high honor of recognition for his notable 
efforts in bringing about peace between 
warring nations. If previous expressions 
of prominent representatives of other na- 
tions are recalled there is little doubt that 
the world will accept the distinction as 
one worthily bestowed and will join in 
congratulations to President Roosevelt for 
this added honor. 


WOMEN AND THE JAPANESE. 

In following the tide of resentment 
against the Japanese in California the cor- 
respondent of Tum Trrsunz notes that 
the women of the commonwealth seem to 
be even more perturbed over the condition 
of affairs than are the men, that they have 
started a crusade in earnest, and that al- 
ready more than 1,500 Japanese house 
servants have been discharged since the 
promulgation of the president’s message. 
More than this, the feeling of determina- 
tion is spreading to such an extent that it 
is said that “ every woman who is healthy 
and able shall do her own work unless, she 
can get a white girl to serve her family.” 
Here is self-abnegation worthy of admira - 
tion. The Massachusetts women of revo- 
lutionary days who gave up tea did not dis- 
play greater heroism. 

History, classic and modern, is fun of 
examples of the heroism of women, of 
their self-sacrifice in time of war and pes 
tilence, of their resort to all expetlients to 
help their fathers, husbands, and brothers 
in times of great national emergency. «But 
this is the first time that large bodies of 
women deliberately have conspired té do 
their own housework that a great princi- 
ple may be vindicated, and it is almost too 
remarkable to be true. From a Chicago 
housekeeper’s standpoint it seems incredi- 
ble that anybody efficient and willing to 
work should be turned from the kitchen 
door, and the story is accepted only be- 
cause it is thought that Oaliforniane have 
had so little bitter experience with the 
labor question in the family that they have 
recklessly courted the miseriew of the serv- 
antless lot. 

And yet these very women have acted 
consistently. The way to exclude is to 
exclude, and if it is desirable that an 
exclusion act shall be enforced it beems 
eminently proper that the first step should 
be exclusion from the home. Even 4 pres- 
idential message and the presence of fed- 
etal troops cannot compel a woman to hire 
a Japanese servant and refrain from doing 
her own work, though there can be no 
doubt that the California woman in euch 
an emergency would show as much lofty 
independence and heroism as she has dis- 
played in this preliminary skirmish. . For 
“if she wil) she will, you may depend on’t; 
and if she wont she won't, so there'n an 
end ont "—a notable couplet as true doubt- 
less of the woman of California today as 
of her sisters of any previous generation.

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QUALIFICATIONS FOR SCHOOL BOARD.

The mayor’s former view was more 
| nearly correct than hig’present one. Abil- 
ity to determine what is best in education 
is independent of the number of children 
one may have dn a particular school or sys- 
tem ot schools. The mayor cannot have 
intended to condemn all instruction by 
teachers whose religious professions re- 
quire celibacy, nor to imply that a man 
cannot send bis children to a private or 
parochial school without becoming’ an 
enemy to the public schools. - Yet that is 
a possible interpretation of his words. 

Some of the best teachers, principals, 
superintendents, or trustees of the public 
schools have been childless. Some of the 
greatest teachers in the world have been 
priests or members of monastic orders. The 
suggestion of the mayor that becoming a 
father or mother necessarily makes a per- 


absurd. A man may have the biggest fam- 
ily in the city and yet. be far from being 
the most devoted and intelligent friend of 
the publie schools, ven the mayor never 
before has suggested that the board which 
controls the educational policy of the city 
should be made up of parents, 2 ; 


THE NORTHWESTERN DEPOT. 

The passenger business of the Chicago 
and Northwestern calls imperatively for 
& new depot, and the road is anxious to 
build one. It has picked out ® site on the 
west side far more commodious than the 
present one, and awaits the passage of a 
council ordinance to begin work on what 
will be a great public improvement. The 
ordinance should receive careful consider- 
ation. It should grant Mo special favors 
to the railroad. The road should be made 
to pay full value for the alleys it wishes 
do oceupy. There should be adequate pro- 
vision for the elevation of its tracks. It 
should not be permitted to destroy the 
value for traffic purposes of Randolph 
street or any other theroughfare. 

These are reasonable requirements 
which aldermen should insist on. An un- 
reasonable demand if made Which they 
should not heed. . It is that no action shall 
be taken on the pending ordinance until 
the whole steam transportation problem 
in Chicago shall have been investigated in 
connection with the proposed new station. 
It is said that there should be a general 
scheme devised for the coUrdination of 
depot facilities in Chieago, so that the 
public may be best served and the future 
growth of the city may not be hampered. 


No doubt the officers of all the roads en- 


tering Ohicago would impart their views 
about the steam transportation problem to 
a council committee, their views being in 
substance that the countil-could do noth- 
ing to solve the problem. 

None of the advocates of an elaborate 
inquiry into the steam transportation 
question in Chicago says the Northwest- 
ern depot ought to stay where it is. No- 
body has suggested a depot site other than 
that the railroad has selected. Nobody 
bas pointed out in what particular the 
proposed depot would militate against the 
‘general good of the people of Chicago. 
Not one of the men who are pleading for 
vain and pfofitiess delay has any clear 
dea on the subject of steam transporta- 
tion in Chicago. For all they know the 
proposed depot is exactly what the gen- 
eral good of the city calls for, but as they 
are not absolutely sure, they ask for an 
investigation which, if had, would post- 
pone the erection of a new depot for a 
year or more and would be barren of 
other results. 

When a few men nowise distinguished 
for constructive ability or capacity to 
handle business questions ask the council 
to hold up a much needed public improve- 
ment, and at the same time admit they 
have no specific objections and no definite 
ideas, It becomes the duty of the council to 
gay no. If it shall contract the unhappy 
habit of deferring action on important 
questions when some one of the self-ap- 
pointed guardians of the city’s future and 
the general welfare of the community or 
ders a halt this will become a most unpro- 
gressive city.

„ erosses. Crosse was the old time name for 
bat, even in England, and the ambassador 
quotes Cotgrave’s dictionary, published in 
1612, where the following definition is given 
of the word crosse: ‘“‘ A peculiar shaped stick 
with whieh young boys play ericket.

Yet Ambassador Jussérand shows how gol 
was imported into the land o' cakes from 
Holland by the Scottish traders of Campvere, 
and cites in support of his argument a decree 
of King James VI. placing a heavy duty on 
Dutch golf balls. .

Ambassador Jusserand is not only an ex- 
ceptionally able and successful diplomat of 
international reputation, who has left behind 
him warm friends in all the European 
capitals in which he has been stationed, and 
the leading authority m France om Bnglish 
anciént and modern literatura as well as 
Shakspearean lore, but likewise is entitled 
to speak ex cathedra on most matters relat- 
ing tg sports and pastimes. Of these he has 
not only a theoretical but Hkewise a prac- 
tical knowledge, as President Roosevelt often 
finds to his cost wher he is confronted by the 
French envoy as his adversary in a spirited 
game of tennis in the courté at the White 
house.

Sir George Vernon, who by reason of his 
magnificent hospitality was popularly known 
as the king of the peak,“ was the last of 
the Vernons of Haddon hall. His daughter 
and heiress, Dorothy Vernon, was the heroine 
of the now so celebrated Romance ot Had 
don Hall,“ which consisted in her eopement 
with John Manners, a younger son of the then 
earl of Rutland, Who, Griven from Maddon 
hall by Sir George, managed not only to 
court but also to win her, in the disguise ofa 
woodman. The elopement took place during a 
grand ball given by Sir George Vernon, who 
subsequently pardoned the elopefs. On Sir 
George's death the whole of the Vernon prop- 
erty passed into the possession of his daugh- 
ter and of her husband, Sir John Manners, 
whose grandson and namesake became 
eighth earl of Rutland, father of the frst of 
the dues of that ilk. The present duke of 
Rutland is the eighth of his line. 

Dorothy Vernon’s ghost is asserted to be 
the familiar spook of Haddon hall and to 
walk its corridors by night, while ft is 
also asserted that at several times of the 
year her specter may be seem gliding alon 
the stately avenue of century old trees, a 
ways khown as Dorothy's walk,“ and also 
on the terrace bearing her name, the appart- 
tiom usually disappearing by the garden door 
known as Dorethy's door,” through which 
on the night of her elopement she emerged 
into the undying world of old romance

Among the principal features of Haddon 
hail are the state bedroom and immense 
state bed, hung with fifteenth century em- 
broideriés, used by Queen Elizabeth when she 
staid at Haddon hall, and also the same 
dressing table at which she sat and the mir- 
ror on it Which reflected her face. 

One of the most unique thitigs, however; is 
the so-called hand lock in one of the 
doorways of the banqueting hall. It con- 
sists of an iron bracket and ring, which was 
used to hold up and fasten the right hand of 
the guest who did not do full justice to the 
host’s cellan or of the man who did more than 
Wise justice to the same institution. The 
hand being firmly fastened up, the overcare- 
ful guest had thereupon wine poured down 
hig sleeve as a warning that wine was there 
to be had. In the case of an overbibulous 
person it was cold water that was poured 
by the bucketful down his sleeve, From this 
it will be seen that those enjoying the hos 
pitality of Haddom hall were expected to 
maintain the happy mean, flading themselves, 
so to speak, between the devil and the deep 
sea.

Baron d’Aehrenthal, the newly appointed 
minister of foreign affairs for Austria and 
Hungary, and minister of the imperial house, 
receives a salary as such of $12,000 4 year, be- 
sides all sorts of allowances and valuable 
prerogatives. These include a magnificently 
furnished residence looking out on to the 
Ballplatz and virtually forming part and 
parcel of the Hofburg, or imperial palace, at 
Vienna.

Andrew Carnegie Helps St. Viateur’s 
of Kankakee in Rebuilding Struc- 
ture Destroyed by Fire.

Eying Each Other on 
Eve of Meeting. 


BROOKLYN GROWS PROUD 


Tells President Murphy None of 
Its Star Players Is for 
Sale. 


New York, Dec. 10.—[Spectal.}—Although 
gil the baseball delegates to the annuai meet- 
ing of the National league, to be held to- 
morrow at the Victoria hotel, are not in town 
today, only one or two are missing, and there 
was much preliminary talk in the Waldorf, 
which by common consent was where the 
maghates hobnobbed before getting down to 
real business. 

Harry Pulliam got down to work after his 
European outing, but in the evening the 
league president put on his London togs and 
went around to the hotel, where he showed 
the magnates the latest effects in habili- 
ments and shook hands with them. There 
seems to be no doubt of the reélection of 
Pulliam to the presidency and all his support- 
ers favor a plan to elect him for three or five 


years. 

Barney Dreyfuss and W. H. Locke got in 
early from Pittsburg. Tomorrow they will be 
joined by Fred Clarke. Owner Dreyfuss does 
not know for certain whether Clarke will take 
the management of his team again, but the 
fact that Clarke is coming here is regarded 
as an indication that he has thought better 
of retiring and is ready for at least an- 
other year In baseball. Dreyfuss wired him 
to come to the meeting if he was in a mood to 
resume his managerial duties and Clarke 
wired back he would be here. 


C. P. Taft on Hand. 

Charles W. Murphy, the Chicago magnate, 
fully recovered from the shock of seeing the 
Cubs trimmed by the White Sox, is up and 
about with smiling mien and well supplied 
with salve. With him are Charles P. Taft of 
Cincinnati, who has been associated with 
him in the ownership of the Chicago club, but 
Mr. Taft returns to Cincinnati tomorrow and 
will be unable to accept Mr. Murphy's in- 
vitation to attend his first leagué meeting. 

Garry Hermann of Cincinnati arrived this 
evening and was joined by Ned Hanlon. Her- 
mann, despite his opposition to Pulliam for 
the presidency, greeted the latter cordially 
and the two adjourned to a café together. 

George Dovey, the new owner of the Bos- 
tons; put in an appearance, accompanied by 
Fred Tenney. The two have their eyes wide 
open for deals for players, looking for any- 
thing they think will strengthen their team. 


Soden and Conant to Retire. 

The veteran Boston club owners, A. H. 
Soden and W. H. Conant, who are to make 
their formal exit from baseball tomorrow 
afternoon, arrived in theevening. 

Stanley Robison of St. Louis and his man- 
ager, J. J. MoCloskey, were other arrivals, as 
well as E. J. Hyneman, one of the stock- 
holders of the Philadelphia club. W. R. 
Joyner and W. H. Etheridge of the Atlanta 
club and their team manager, Billy Smith, 
also are on hand. So were Tim Murnane and 
Jake Morse, New England league magnates. 

The board of directors of the league, con- 
sisting of Soden of Boston, Dreyfuss of Pitts- 
burg. Murphy of Chicago, Shettsline of Phila- 
deiphia, and Ebbets of Brooklyn, will meet 
tomorrow morning, when the league will go 
into session. 

It is expected the meeting will be peace- 
able. Unless a surprise is in store, Pultam 
will get at least six votes, and possibly 
seven. President: Murphy said he would 
not be surprised if seven clubs voted for 
Pulliam. 

As to the length of Pulliam's term,“ said: 
Murphy, “I am in favor of making it as long 
as he'll take it.

Murphy and Fred Tenney had a short talk. 
Murphy hinted he would like to,land young 
Cy Young, the pitcher. “‘ You can have him 
for Reulbach, Evers, and Hofman,” replied 
Tenney, whereat Murphy led. The Boston 
club is out to strengthen, and that's what 
we're here for,“ explained Tenney. 

“In what position? Im any position we 
think we can improve on by my making a 
deal.’ 

Asked whether any improvements were to 
be made on the Boston grounds, Tenney sald 
the matter would be considered after the 
league meeting. Dove has unlimited back- 
ing. according to one magnate, and is a 
shrewd business man. 


Chicago Wants Frazer. 

Hermann, as is known, has asked for waiv- 
ers on a dozen of his players. one of them 
Chick Frazer, the pitcher. Chicago wants 
to get Frazer if possible, and refused to 
waive. “We can use Frazer right on the 
Chicago team, said Murphy. 

The Chicago member declared there wouid 
not be any cutting of the schedule to 140 
games. As à matter of fact,“ he said, 
“neither the American nor the National 
league Wants the schedule shortened. Those 
of us who have money invested in baseball 
want to play all the games we can. ‘Il'here 
are salaries to pay and other expenses to 
meet. i notice people are out for eariy 
spring games, too. ‘There is some bad weath- 
er in April, but also some in August, and 
the weather is just as apt to e pleasant 
in April as the reverse.“

HERE ron LEAGUE MEETING. 


First to Arrive: of American’ Mag- 
nates, Who Win Convene. at the 
Auditorium Tomorrow—Not Op- 
posed to 154 Game Schedule if Fan 
series Is Kept at the Present Num- 
ber—Willing to Bolster Up the 
White Sox if He Sees a Chance. 


President Charles Comiskey and Secretary 
Charles Fredericks of the world’s champion 
White Stockings, accompanied by Manager 
Joe Cantillon of the Washington ‘club and 
Second Basemdin Herman Schaefer of the 
Detroit team, arrived in the city. yesterday 
for the annual meeting of the American 
league; which convenes at the Auditorium 


tomorrow morning. 

President Comiskey and the other baseball 
men, who were his guests on a hunting trip 
in the wilds of Arkansas for the last fort- 
night, reported the trip was a fine one and 


the shooting good. 

The “ Old Roman,”’ in discussing the meet- 
ing, said he did not believe anything of im- 
portance would come up which would neces- 
sitate much action. Everything will go 
along about the same as the other meetings 
have,“ he said, and I guess everything will 
be harmonfous.” 


Regarding the Schedule. 

President Comiskey declared he was in fa- 
vor of any schedule the American league 
might suggest, providing if was of the same 
— as that used by the National league. 

I believe the present schedule of 154 
games is all right.“ said Commy, but I am 
in favor of opening and closing the season in 
the American league on the same day they do 
in the National league.

It is up to the meetings of the two leagues 
to decide, but that is the position I take in the 


matter.“ 
May Make Trades. 

The talk that President Comiskey will 
stand pat on his team for next season 
does not seem to be by his autharity. The 
Sox leader is not averse to making any 
trades by which he can .etrengthen the 
world’s champions, and said that while he 
did not have in mind any player he was 
anxious to secure, it was lIfkely he would 
make some trades if he believed he could im- 
prove his team. 

The Sox look good to me as they are,“ he 
said, and they certainly showed it by win- 
ning the way they did last summer with the 
handicaps they were under. However, when 
the magnates get talking together there is 
likely to be some talk of trading a piayer 
who I may thigk would help the champions. 
If such is the case I am not averse to making 
a swap, end will do 80.“
